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Roger Boocock 


Headmaster Roger Boocock has been at Pem-Day since the fall of 1972. Since 
that time, the school has achieved full enrollment, has been evaluated by the 
Independent Schools Association of the Central States, and has regularly sent its 
graduating seniors to many of the nation's best colleges and universities. 

For the past two years, he has acted as college counselor for the seniors. Boocock 
is not new to college counseling. At the Allendale School where he was headmaster 
prior to 1972, he was a college advisor. Here at Pem-Day, it is the first time a 
headmaster has done this job since 1964. 

In addition to his previous experience in counseling, Boocock chose to counsel 
seniors because he felt that this was the best way to get to know the seniors. His 
personal feeling was that "seeing every one of the seniors before graduation was a 
better way to get to know them rather than just teaching a class to 15 of them." 
Also, he felt counseling was ''a very good way for me to have contact with students 
and parents in a capacity other than as the head of the School." 

Boocock's participating in the college admission process is a definite plus, not 


only for students, but also in keeping a close and open relationship between students 
and administration,

This has been an excellent year for the admissions department. All but four 
grades were filled to capacity and the Director of Admissions, James J. Ryan, feels 
that the next few years will be just as, or even more successful than this one. Ryan 
stated two major goals of the Admissions Department, one, get as many good can- 
didates as possible and two give an accurate representation of the school. Ryan felt 
there were other factors outside the department which contributed to such a success- 
ful year. The improvement in the representation of the school and more referals 
from parents and students providing a great deal of information to those who would 
not otherwise know about Pem-Day. Ryan commented that the parents ''are the best

One fairly major problem which did crop up before the year started was having to 
turn prospective candidates away from grades already filled. Although Ryan was 
disappointed by this situation, he was assured by the board that the quality of the 
students already here is excellent and the new students coming in promise to be of a 
high caliber. Ryan also stated, ''this has been a successful year and the picture 
looks good for next year too. Because of the success we had using our present meth- 


ods, I don't anticipate any radical changes occurring in the admission department 
next year."

His job is quite extensive and very difficult, but Lueck has shown the ability to 
handle it well. His primary aim is to achieve financial strength and stability at 
Pem-Day.

"Fever and ague"" were widespread, attributed to ''poisonous miasmas'* which were thought to have emanated from the 
prairie soil in late summer and fall. (p. 19)
